1* Subscriptions to 1$ non-Russian-language Soviet provincial 
newspapers were accepted by the Soviet distributing agency in 
Moscow during January; early in February copies of 138 such papers 
were received in FDD* These were from 12 of the Soviet republics. 
Preliminary scanning indicates that local news in the non-Russian 
press differs from that of Russian-language papers and so may prove 
of considerable value* Still to be answered — why were these papers 
suddenly opened for subscription? 

2* The Malagasy language was added to FDD capabilities during 
the month for the first time* It is anticipated that exploitation 
of Madagascar newspapers in this language may now be undertaken on a 
fairly regular basis* 


3* A report, "Possible Violations of the Principles of UNESCO 
by Chinese Communists and North Koreans," was prepared in 5 working 
days following a request from AD/RR to AD/o* Sources were current 
newspapers, periodicals and textbooks*
